CONSIDERATION OF TRADE GRIEV- 
ANCES BY COMMITTEES. 


THE stationers of New York, with a view 
of taking definite action looking toward a 
betterment of the conditions in the trade of 
their city, have taken a step in the right di- 
rection. Instead of deferring the considera- 
tion of the questions at issue between the 
manufacturers, jobbers and retailers to the 
conference of the National Association, they 
have secured the appointment, by the Station- 
ers’ Board of Trade, of a committee of six 
manufacturers and jobbers to meet a like rep- 
resentation of the retailers, appointed by the 
New York Stationers’ Association, on June 
19. It will be the duty of this committee of 
twelve to investigate and study the conditions 
that now cause misunderstandings and fric- 
tion, and the result cannot fail to benefit not 
only the local trade, but must also have a 
stimulating effect on the trade at large. 

It is from such co-operative action that the 
booktrade also might derive benefit. Thus 
far the two branches of the trade have taken 
independent action, which has been effective 
only on the part of the publishers’ association 
so far as results were concerned. The book- 
sellers’ association—though its members indi- 
vidually have supported the action of the pub- 
lishers—as a body has not been able to do 
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more than make demonstrations at its annual 
meetings that have not led to tangible results. 
Yet neither branch of the trade is entirely 
satisfied that its interests are preserved by 
the other as well as they might be; partic- 
ularly is this so with the retailer, who nurses 
grievances—to the extent of at least eight as 
expressed in the “Resolutions” passed at the 
annual convention of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association held in this city last 
month, and a number of others debated but 
not expressed in “Resolutions.” 

There is an unrest in the trade that can 
never be laid in the discussions of a conven- 
tion, and those who hope that their troubles 
will be removed by a deliberative body, which 
they do not even take the trouble to at- 
tend, will be doomed to disappointment. 
Every question brought before a _ parlia- 
mentary body must be referred to a com- 
mittee for consideration. In many cases 
such committees devote months to ob- 
taining evidence from every side concerned, 
besides legal advice bearing on the subject 
under consideration, before recommending the 
question for action. In a like manner it 
seems to us trade questions should be con- 
sidered. 

There can be no question that both pub- 
lisher and retailer suffer because of insuffi- 
cient knowledge of causes. Let such a body 
as the one nominated by the stationers be 
appointed by the booktrade to thresh out the 
alleged grievances against each other, and we 
have no doubt that each branch of the trade 
will make discoveries which will lead to the 
removal of unsuspected impediments to har- 
monious action, as also each branch will 
learn to sympathize and bear with the other 
as to its limitations. And while the condi- 
tions may not be suddenly revolutionized, yet 
will the air be clearer and the combined ef- 
forts be stronger towards reaching the desired 
goal—perhaps the first item to be definitely 
settled.

WILLIAM G. JOHNSTON & CO’S 
JUBILEE. 


Wiu1Am G. JoHNsTton & Co., the well- 
known printers, binders and _ stationers, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., who this year celebrate the 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding of their 
firm, gives the annual Basket Picnic to its 
employees at Rock Point Park to-day. This 
is the twenty-ninth year that the firm and its 
workmen enjoy such a holiday, and we have 
no doubt that every one present will enjoy 
himself to the fullest. There will be base- 
ball tournaments, races, rope-skipping con- 
tests, ball throwing for girls, tugs-of-war, mu 
sic and dancing from two to nine P.M. 

The business of William G. Johnston & Co. 
was begun on September 209, 1857, in a build 
ing that stood on the north side of Wood 
Street, three doors from the east corner oi 
Third Street, now Third Avenue.. It was 
known as number 57. Needing more room, 
the next year they leased the building adjoin- 
ing in the rear, fronting on Third Street, and 
about three years later the house adjoining 
on the east, 50 Wood Street, also was secured. 
After twenty and one-half years in the Wood 
Street premises, a spacious building on the 
north side of Liberty Street, facing the head 
of Wood Street, was secured and occupied 
from April 1, 1878 until January, 1885, when 
they moved into their own handsome build- 
ing or the southeast corner of Penn Avenue 
and Ninth Street. 

In the earlier years of the firm’s existence 


| partnerships existed, as the name would im- 


ply, but since March, 7881, William G. Johns- 
ton has had the sole ownership, though retain- 
ing the original firm name. In May, 1881, 
Harry P. Pears became connected with th: 
house as assistant of Mr. Johnston, and sinc: 
1890 has been its sole manager, having as his 
principal assistants Charles H. Clough, Ed 
ward A. Seiple and John C. McCullough. As 
evidence of the intimate relations between th: 
firm and its employees we need only allude to 
the fact that it carries on its rolls seventeen 
persons whose services extend from twenty to 
thirty-nine years, Miss Kate Devine bearing 
the palm for longest service. Of the 240 per- 
sons new employed, four have been in service 
fifteen to nineteen years; ten have from ten to 
fourteen years to their credit, and forty-eight 
have been from five to nine years in service 
Truly, a noble tribute to the sterling qualities 
of both parties.

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THE LITERATURE OF THE SOUTH. 


“Tye Soutna’s INTELLECTUAL EXPRESSION” 
is the title of Edwin Mims’s contribution to 
the “Southern number” of The World’s Work. 
Mr. Mims, who is Professor of English Lit- 
erature at Trinity College, N. C., has written 
an exceedingly enlightening article upon the 
literary movement of the South before and 
after the war. As historians, essayists, nov el- 
ists, the names of Southern writers and, many 
of them, for the best and most enduring in 
American literature—such names as those of 
Houston, Garner, Bruce, McCrady, Hannis 

Taylor, Woodrow Wilson, William Garrott 
Ean among the historians ; of Sidney Lanier 
and Edgar Allan Poe among the poets; of 
James Lane Allen, Thomas Nelson Page, Joel 
Chandler Harris, George W. Cable, Hopkin- 
son Smith and Thomas Dixon, Ellen Glasgow 
and Mary Johnston among the novelists. 

A point of interest in Mr. Mims’s discus- 
sion is the difference between the literary 
tendencies before and after the war, the birth 
of and development of the real Southern lit- 
erature—the better American literature of the 
South. Irwin Russell, listening to an old 
negro mammy singing a revival hymn in the 
backyard of his Mississippi home and fitting 
words to the tune, ushered in the dialect poem 
Joel Chandler Harris began to tell stories in 
the Atlanta Constitution, gathered from the 
old plantation in his boyhood—and “Uncle 
Remus” was soon known around the world. 
Richard Malcolm Johnston saw in the light 
of his mature imagination scenes of his boy- 
hood in middle Georgia. George W. Cable 
depicted with consummate art the scenery and 
romance of New Orleans. Miss Murfree, 
with the background of the mountains of East 
Tennessee, interpreted the life of our “con- 
temporary ancestors.” In the eighties Thomas 
Nelson Page wrote out stories of the old times 
in Virginia that he had told for a number of 
years in the social circle of Richmond. James 
Lane Allen, with a finer culture and with an 
added note of idealism, set forth the remoter 
life of the Revolutionary days in Kentucky, 
and the picturesque charm of the blue-grass 
ccuntry. Still later, Miss Johnston explored 
the fields of early colonial history, and Miss 
Ellen Glasgow represented something of the 
transition from the old South to the new. 





THE NOVEL AS A “VAMPIRE.” 


THE current Academy has an article de- 
nouncing the novel as a “vampire.” “Those 
who have anything to say nowadays,” accord- 
ing to this authority, “are afraid that no one 
will read it unless it is expressed by means 
of fiction; those who have nothing to say, but 
can catch the trick, put out volume after vol- 
ume, scraps stolen from the six or seven liv- 
ing novelists and the sixty or seventy dead 
ones who had dreams or thoughts to sell— 
volumes that contain not a single genuine 
thought, not a single sincere emotion, not a 
single living or lifelike character. While the 
writer admits that the essay is an uncommon- 
ly difficult form to manage—almost as diffi- 
cult and fascinating as the sonnet—the most 
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important work is done not on the essay but 
on the mind that conceives it.” Make your- 
self as wise and as witty and as learned as 
you can and the essay will look after itself. 
“Mr. Quiller-Couch is pronounced the best 
living essayist. Mr. Swinburne lives—forever 
—-but writes no more; Mr. Birrell is dead and 
buried—in politics; the ‘works’ of Max Beer- 
bchm were finally collected years ago. Mr. 
Quiller-Couch knows more, he feels more 
deeply, he is more alive and more himself than 
any other.” 


NEWSDEALERS’ PROTECTIVE ASSO- 
CIATION AT WORK. 
CHICAGO NEWSPAPERS CHARGED WITH 
BEING A “TRUST.” 


THE NEWSDEALERS’ PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION, 
an organization of out-of-town newsdealers, 
has been formed to fight the four Chicago 
newspapers—the Record-Herald, the Exam- 
iner, the Daily News and The American, 
which, it is alleged, are attempting to enforce 
a raise in the price of Sunday papers from 
5 te 7 cents. It is said that the Hearst papers 
refuse to deal with any dealer who handles 
the Chicago Tribune. Various allegations of 
“strong arm” methods are made against the 
Hearst papers and vehemently denied by them, 
who allege, on the contrary, that the Tribune 
tried to raise its price and failed to connect. 
Warrants have been sworn out against the 
four newspapers referred to above, in which 
they are charged with conspiracy and viola- 
tion of the Illinois anti-trust act. 


AGAINST REMOVAL OF NEWSSTANDS. 


THE NEWSDEALERS’ PROTECTIVE ASSOCIATION 
is preparing to take action in Newark, N. J., 
against the order to clear the streets of all 
newsstands. The Association wil! fight unless 
dry goods dealers and others who obstruct the 
sidewalk are also compelled to clear the walks 
in front of their stores. The official notices 
give thirty days to comply with the order, 
which makes it effective about July 1. 


OBITUARY NOTES 
CHARLES TEST DALTON, a writer for the 
magazines and author of “The Role of the 
Unconquered,” a novel of romantic character, 
committed suicide on June 11, by cutting his 
throat in a stable at Deptford, a place for 
slaughtering cattle in London, Eng. Dalton 
was born in Vincennes, Ind., September 13, 
1877. His father is the head of the Dalton 

Lumber Company at Indianapolis. 


WE regret to hear of the death, on June 8, 
of Mrs. Clara Fulton Davis, wife of Robert 
S. Davis, of Pittsburgh, Pa., and mother of 
the secretary of the American Booksellers’ 
Association. Mrs. Davis was born near West 
Newton, in Westmoreland County, Pa., and 
was a descendant of Abram Fulton, a soldier 
in the Revolutionary war. She was a member 
of the First Presbyterian Church of Pitts- 
burgh for upwards of fifty years, and was 
prominently identified with the charitable and 
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religious institutions connected with that 
church. 


Ex-District Jupce Lewis B. France, lawyer 
and author, died on June 7 at Denver, Colo. 
Judge France was born in Washington, D. C., 
on August 8, 1833, and attended Georgetown 
College. Studying law, he was admitted to 
the bar, and removed to Denver, where he en- 
gaged actively in the practice of his profes- 
sion, and edited volumes i. to x1. of the 
“Reports of the Supreme Court of Colorado.” 
He was fond of outdoor life, and wrote sev- 
eral books based upon his experiences and 
observations of many trips taken in the State 
of his adcption. Some of these were “Rod 
and Line,” “Mountain Trails and Parks in 
Colorado,” “Mr. Dide, His Vacation,” “Over 
the Old Trail” and “Pine Valley.” 


EpWARD JOHN ROUTH, one of the most noted 
mathematicians in England, died at Newnham 
Cottage, Queen’s Road, Cambridge, Eng., June 
7. Dr. Routh was born in Quebec, Canada, 
January 20, 1831, and at the age of eleven was 
taken to England. He entered Peterhouse 
College in 1851, and was Senior Wrangler and 
Smith’s Prize man of his year, 1854. He con- 


tributed many papers and essays on mathe- 


matical topics to scientific and other publica- 
tions, and was the author of several impor- 
tant books. Among these were treatises on 
“Rigid Dynamics,” “Statics,” “Stability of 
Motion” and “Dynamics of a Particle.” Of 
the first-named work six editions have been 
published, as well as a translation into Ger- 
man. 


Jutta Macruper, the novelist, died on June 
9g in Richmond, Va. Miss Magruder was born 
at Charlottesville, Va., September 14, 1854. 
Her father was Allan B. Magruder, editor of 
the Southern Magazine. She was a niece of 
General John Bankhead Magruder, the famous 
‘Confederate officer. In 1885 her first book was 
published—“Across the Chasm.” This was 
followed by “The Princess Sonia,” published 
ten years later, and probably the most popular 
and widely read of her books. Among other 
books she wrote were “A Magnificent Ple- 
beian,” “The Child Amy,” “Child Sketches 
from George Eliot,” “Labor of Love,” “The 
Violet,” “Dead Selves,” “Miss Ayr of Vir- 
ginia,” “A Realized Ideal,” “A Heaven Kiss- 
ing Hill,” “Struan,” “A Beautiful Alien,” “A 
Manifest Destiny” and “The Thousandth 
Woman.” Only on June 3 she received word 
that the French Academy, through the Min- 
ister of Public Instruction, had bestowed upon 
her the “Order of Palms” in recognition of 
literary work. 


ALFRED NEWTON, professor of zoology and 
comparative anatomy at Magdalene College, 
Cambridge, Eng., an authority on birds, died 
in London on June 7. He was born at Geneva, 
Switzerland, June 11, 1820, and was grad- 
uated from Magdalene College in 1852. He 
was the pioneer in Great Britain in legislation 
for the protection of birds. He brought the 
subject before the British Association in 1868, 
and was chairman of the Close Time Committee 
when Parliament passed the first three acts for 
bird preservation. He was a great ornitholo- 
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gist and humanitarian, and was often in such 
official position that he was able to force 
notable reforms. He wrote the “Dictionary 
of Birds,” (1893-96.) Besides his bird dic- 
tionary he wrote “The Zoology of Ancient 
Europe,” “The Ornithology of Iceland,” (ap- 
pendix to Mr. Baring-Gould’s work on that 
island,) “Ootheca Wolleyana,” a “Zoology,” 
and “Birds of Greenland.” He wrote many 
articles on the subjects in which he was in- 
terested for “The Encyclopedia Britannica,” 
edited “Yarrell’s British Birds,” fourth edi- 
tion, and Zoological Record, 1871-’73, and was 
for five years the editor of The Ibis. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Max PEMPERTON, one of the best known of 
English novelists, has nearly completed a se- 
rial story, which will be published in the New 
York Herald side by side with a novel by an 
American author whose name has not yet been 
announced. The author whose work is ad- 
judged the best will receive a substantial 
money prize by a jury of experts. 





JoserH C. Grew, of Boston, the new third 
secretary of the American Embassy at St. Pet- 
ersburg, was presented at the Foreign Minis- 
ters’ Reception last week. Mr. Grew has lately 
been third secretary of the American Embassy 
to Mexico. He has almost completed a book 
on “Sport and Travel,” which Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. expect to publish some time in 
1908. 

Puitie S. MARDEN has just returned from 
another vacation trip to the Mediterranean 
countries. In spite of his duties as chief edi- 
tor of the Lowell Courier-Citizen he has spent 
much time in European travel, chiefly in 
Greece and Sicily and among the islands of 
the Grecian Archipelago, the result of which 
is a book entitled “Greece and the Aegean 
Islands,” to be published in the autumn by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 





JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


Tue Times Magazine, which was a contin- 
uation of John Brisben Walker’s ill-starred 
Twentieth Century Home, has suspended pub- 
lication. 


ALEXANDER Kocu, of Darmstadt, in the 
grand duchy of Hesse, Germany, has recently 
published the half-yearly volume, (October- 
March,) of his ably-edited Deutsche Kunst 
und Dekoration. Every form of art is repre- 
sented, from table decoration to massive ar- 
chitecture, and the various characteristic feat- 
ures are represented in illustrations executed 
with great skill in every form of reproductive 
art. To any one who wishes to keep informed 
on the modern art movement, especially deco- 
rative art, will find this magazine invaluable. 


It has been estimated by a contributor to 
the New York Sun that there are about forty 
publications devoted to Esperanto, many ot 
them written entirely in Zamenhof’s universal 
language. At least one is published in every 
civilized country in the world except China. 
Japan has one. France has six or seven. They 
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are all monthly. One, published in Paris, 
Lingvo Internacia, appeared for some years 
twice a month, but since the beginning of 1907 
has returned to its monthly form. Lingvo 
Internacia, by the way, is the oldest Esperanto 
publication in existence, being now in_ its 
twelfth year. Another, L’Espérantiste, fol- 
lows it close with ten years of financial suc- 
cess. In the United States there are two 
Esperanto papers, The American Esperanto 
Journal and L’Amerika Esperantisto, pub- 
lished in Boston and Oklahoma City, respec- 
tively. The reluctance of American type- 
founders and builders of typesetting machines 
to put on the market the accented letters used 
by Esperanto printers may be one reason why 
only two Esperanto publications have been 
started in this country. South America has 
two, in Chile and Peru. Special professions 
are taken care of in the Esperanto journalistic 
world by the Jnternacta Scienca Revuo with 
articles on geography, astronomy, geology, 
mathematics, chemistry, etc.; the Jnternacia 
Revuo Medicina and the Flugila Stelo, (the 
Winged Star,) for stenographers, which is 
written entirely in Esperanto shorthand. The 
Roman Catholics have the Espero Katolika, 
the blind have the Esperanta Ligilo, printed in 
the Braille raised character. For photogra- 
phers there is the Foto-Revuo. Tra la Mondo 
is illustrated profusely. Many of these jour- 
nals are run at a loss, but the labor is one of 
love and enthusiasm—an enthusiasm which is 
regularly fed by the appearance of the paper. 
There are on record only two instances of Es- 
peranto papers going under. One happened 
some years ago. The Esperanto papers 
throughout the world are now girding their 
loins to do themselves and their afero proud 
at the coming congress at Cambridge, Eng- 
land, lasting from August 10 to 17. This con- 
gress is the third in the history of Esperanto, 
the first having been held at Boulogne, France, 
and the second at Geneva, Switzerland, in 
1905 and 1906, respectively. Dr. L. L. Zamen- 
hof, who invented Esperanto and who first 
published his book in 1888, will preside, as 
before.

The globe 
is printed in eight colors on one flat disc, two 
feet four inches in diameter—the western 
hemisphere on one side and the eastern on the 
reverse of the disc—showing at a glance 
oceans, seas, lakes, mountains, international 
boundaries, colonial possessions, ocean cur- 
rents, steamship routes, distances between 
ports, prevailing trade winds, latitude and 
longitude, cable routes, limits of ice drifts, 
railroad systems, and the longitundinal time 
at any point, east or west, by a series of clock 
faces. The globe may be hung flat on the wall 
or laid flat on the table, and gives an unob- 
structed view of the earth’s surface, and, being 
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flexible, it can be rolled small so as to go in a 
trunk or valise. “The International Geo 
graphical History of the World,” accompany- 
ing the globe, edited by Commander Peary,
